Inoki Savs He'll 


The Rev. Eiyu Terao, whose 
roots can be traced to the 
beautiful riverside district of 
Hiroshima where one can look 
up to the ever flourishing flora 
of Mt. Futaba, swim in the 
eternally clear waters of Ota 
River, and get a glimpse of 
Miyajima in the remote dis- 
tance, was born on November 
18, 1913 as a member of the 
Zenkyo Temple in Hiroshima- 
ken, Asa-gun, Mikawa-mura, 
Higashino. 


He grew up in this Aki District 
noted for its strong Nembutsu 
followers. 


After graduating from the So- 
toku High School he received 
his Tokudo (ordination) on 
August 16, 1935 and his Kyo- 
shi Credentials in the following 
year on July 18, 1936. 


He graduated from Ryukoku 
University, Kyoto, in March 
1938. Upon graduation he was 
issued an order from the Jodo

Shinshu Hompa Hongwanji to 
serve with the San Francisco 
Buddhist Temple as of May 
15, 1938. 


After serving a period of 11 
months, he was transferred to 
the Oakland Buddhist Temple, 
particularly at the request of 
the YBA leaders, as of April 
1939. 


On March 3, 1940, Rev. Terao 
married nee Mitsuko Tat- 
eyama, the second daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kinzo Tateyama 
of Stockton. 


At the request of the late 
Bishop Ryotai Matsukage, 
his superior who hailed from 
his neighboring domicile, he 
was assigned as of April 1, 
1940 to the Seattle Buddhist 
Temple that at the time was 
located on 1020 Main Street, 
Seattle, Washington, the cen- 
ter of Nembutsu followers in 
the Northwest, to assist with 
the temple and hall construc- 
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tion plans (the present Seattle 
Betsuin). 


There he assisted the late Rev. 
Tatsuya Ichikawa primarily in 
the field of Sunday school, 
YBA, and as principal of the 
Japanese Language School. Fi- 
nally the ground breaking cer- 
emony was held on September 
13, 1951 in the presence of 

all Northwest ministers and 
construction was completed in 


October 1941. 


The Dedication Ceremony was 
held on October 15, 1941 at 
the North American Butokkai 
Hall which had served as the 


interim hall. 


At the outbreak of the Pacific 
War on December 7, 1941 
wotk still continued on the 
flooring of the hall which was 
not completed until February 
1942. Howevet, in March a 
government otder was issued 
for all persons of Japanese 
ancestry to leave the Pacific 


Coast areas and in May they 
were assembled at the Puyal- 
lup Assembly Center. 


Later they were forced to 
relocate to the Minidoka 
Relocation Center in Idaho 
where approximately 10,000 
persons of Japanese ancestry 
were interned. 


At the outset, the Rev. Terao 
was the only Buddhist min- 
ister in camp. Thereafter, he 
concentrated his total effort 
to his missionary work over 
the four year internment 
period. At times his health 
broke down and he was hos- 


pitalized. 


At times, in case of crema- 
tions, he had to travel togeth- 
et with the bereaved family 
members the 250 miles to 
Salt Lake City under military 
escort. 


Thus his memories of the 
wat years ate filled with sor- 
rowful and agonizing expeti- 
ences. 


With the termination of the 
war on August 15, 1945, 
internment came to an end 
but the haunting thought of 
the atomic bombing of Hi- 
roshima on August 6, 1945, 
the tradegy of the century, 
in which more than 200,000 
lives were sacrificed left an 


indellible mark on his life. 


His parents and younger sis- 
ter who were looking forward 
to a day of his return van- 
ished forever. 


As a memorial to his parents 
and to other atom bomb vic- 
tims, he determined to extend 
the sphere of the Nembutsu 
to a virgin territory. 


He went to Spokane with the 
intention of establishing a 
sanctuary of Buddhists. Here 
he experienced much hard- 
ships in his task to establish 
a sanctuary which was later 
named the Spokane Buddhist 
Temple. 


In this trying days, his mis- 
sionary efforts was not re- 
stricted to the Spokane area 
but extended into the remote 
parts of the State of Wash- 
ington, far into Montana, and 
even into the hinterlands of 


Canada. 


In the meantime, inexpeti- 
enced as he was with carpen- 
try, he continued to hammer 
away for ten long years with 
the alterations and finishing 
work on the temple building. 


In an area where no members 
existed, gradually one here, 
one there came to listen to 
the Compassionate teaching 
of the Nembutsu and finally 
the temple membership grew 
to over one hundred. There- 


upon, he was able to organize 
a Sunday School, YBA, ABA, 
Fujinkai, and even a Japanese 


language School. 


Thus he succeeded in his 
noble quest to transmit the 
Light of Dharma in the 
Eastern part of the State of 
Washington. 


Meanwhile, the Yakima 
Buddhist Temple which had 
flourished under the pre-war 
leadership of the Rev. Tessho 
Matsumoto was left unat- 
tended because only a very 
few membets returned to the 
area after the war. 


It was not in his disposition 
to allow the Light of Dharma 
to be extinguished there, 

so he drove the distance of 
250 miles monthly, in case 

of funerals mote often, and 
undertook this double duty 
for 13 years. 


On orders from Bishop Shin- 
sho Hanayama he departed 
from his beloved home town 
of Spokane after 17 years, 
leaving the temple affairs in 
the charge of his brother, 
Rev. Shigeo Terao, and as- 
sumed his position as resi- 
dent minister of the Alameda 
Buddhist Temple on January 
15, 1961, 


At Alameda he continued to 
further the Buddha Dharma 
and the Nembutsu diligently 
and served as the head of 
the Bay District Ministers 
Association (Kyoku-cho) for 
six terms and serves as the 
Advisor to the Fujinkai until 
this date. 


His family consists of his 
wife, Mitsuko, first daugh- 
ter Reiko, second daughter 
Nobuko, first son Shoei, and 
third daughter, Yoshiko. 


His first daughter Reiko is 

a graduate of University of 
Washington, second daugh- 
ter, son and third daughter 
are all graduates of the Uni- 
versity of California, Berke- 
ley. 


The first two daughters have 
martied a businessman and 
dentist, respectively, and his 
son is in the employe of the 
Japan Air Lines Main Office 
in New York. 


His third daughter is teaching 
the English language at the 
Musashi Women’s College, 
Sapporo, and the L.A.Y. For- 
eign Language School. 


Yoshiko was married at the 
Alameda Buddhist Temple 
this past April 23 to Mr. 
Kanji Suehiro of Sapporo. 


After the wedding they have 
returned to Sapporo where 
they both serve as English 
language instructors. Rev. 
Terao is now gifted with 
three grandchildren. 


In May 1963, he was awatded 
the Hongwanji ranking of 
Shinju Nito and in 1967, the 
rank of Shinju Itto.
